One has to be pleased that the Philips Cup 
will be retained In 1982. Far, far too often 


we start a new series, then drop It. 


But it’s sad that the decision to hold the cup 


was left so late. 


There aren't many coun- 
tries in the world which 
would decide in April to start 
a Cup competition in June 

1 have no idea who's to 
blame, whether it was the 
PSL executive, the clubs or 
the ASF which was respon- 
sible for this extraordinary 
delay. 

One suspects, somehow, 
that the PSL isn’t running as 
smoothly as it should. 

Its 1982 annual has just 
been published — after 
round 12. 

In the same vein: More 
and more club officials and 
coaches are demanding to 
know what will happen to the 
PSL in 1983. 

It's imperative that a deci- 
sion about the format be 
made now, almost immedi- 
ately — especially if it’s a 
new format. 

A traditional curse of Aus- 
tralian soccer is that during 
a season we never think 
ahead to next year. 

Then comes the long off- 
season, when our part-time 
officials simply forget about 
the game for a few months 
— and we always wake up in 
January to make some hur- 
ried, unplanned decisions. 

This is what happened to 
the Philips Cup this year — 
and could happen to the PSL 
for 1983 unless those elected 
to govern do carry out their 
duties. 

The 1982 Philips Cup will 
start on Monday, June 14, 
with only the Philips League 
teams taking part. 

State League teams have 
been omitted for the first 
time to cut costs. 

The competition will be 
regionalised in the early 
rounds. 

The draw is yet to be 
made, but dates are: 

First round — Monday, 
June 14. 

Second round — Wednes- 
day July 14. 

Semi-finals — Wednesday 
August 11. 

Final — Sunday, Septem- 
ber 12.

Last week, on Wednesday, 
Sydney City and St. George 
played a match postponed 
from an earlier round — and 
you could see Barnes, Muniz, 
Bruce, Koritar, Campell and 
Duarte in the ‘‘youth lea- 
gue”’ 

Some two months ago St. 
George manager Frank Arok 
suggested a midweek, fairly 
informal reserve grade com- 
petition for the PSL clubs 
where they could provide a 
match to their overflow 
players from the first team. 

He also recommended 
that the Youth League be the 
exclusive reserve of young 
players. 

As usual, the suggestion 
was welcomed enthusiasti- 
cally. As usual, nothing has 
happened since 
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It can happen only in 
Sydney soccer.

STEVE SHERWOOD: A 
member of one of Britain's 
most famous sporting fami- 
lies; both his brother and sis- 
ter-in-law are Olympic medal- 
lists. This 6’4’’ goalkeeper is 
enjoying the best form of a 
patchy career which has in- 
cluded stints at Chelsea, 
Brighton, Millwall and Brent- 
ford. A recently-signed con- 
tract will keep him at Vicar- 
age Road until 1985. He is a 


solid "keeper who is partic- - 


ularly safe in the air. 


ERIC STEELE: First 
choice until Sherwood took 
over the number one jersey in 
December, 1960, Eric was pre- 
viously with Newcastle 
United, Peterborough United 
and Brighton. He helped the 
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latter gain promotion into the 
First Division in 1979 and has 
over 250 league appearances to 
his credit. He is a consistent, 
dependable goalkeeper. 

PAT RICE: Capped 49 times 
by Northern Ireland, Pat 
hasn't represented his country 
for two years, yet is a near 
certainty to be included in the 
province’s 22 for Spain. A 
member of Arsenal's league- 
cup “double’* winning com- 
bination of 1970-71, his ex- 
perience has been vital in Wat- 
ford’s promotion surge, A solid 
defender, he overlaps purpose- 


fully. 

WILF ROSTRON: One of 
the game’s more creative mid- 
fielders. He has experienced 
First Division football with 
Arsenal and home town club 
Sunderland. 

KEITH PRITCHETT: The 
only Scot in the squad, he 
made only a handful of appear-

These are indeed red letter days for Wat- 
ford, which meets Victoria at Olympic Park at 
8.30 pm on Thursday May 20. Never before in 
Watford’s 91-year history has the spotlight 
been beamed so brightly upon the club as it is 


now. 


For most of its existence 
Watford has had to be content 
striving, not always success- 
fully, for financial solvency off 
the pitch and respectability on 
it. 

Formed in 1891 following the 
merger af two obscure local 
amateur teams, it turned pro- 


fessional six later and 
joined the newly-formed 
Southern League. 


At that time the English 
Football League was a virtual 
closed shop. All but two of its 
membership came from the 
North and Midlands. Profes- 
sional clubs in the heavily-pop- 
ulated south were left to form 
their own competition. 


Those early days proved a 
grim struggle for survival. 
Only the generosity of a 
philanthropic president and 
the general public, who were 
called upon’“to contribute to 
public subscriptions three 
times enabled the club to en- 


dure. 

In 1918 all this appeared to 
be in vain though, as their 
home ground was secured for 
military purposes but at the 
eleventh hour a new base was 
secured and Watford moved to 
the present headquarters, Vic- 
arage Road. 


With such a frail economic 
foundation, it was little 
wonder that the team labored. 
Watford moved ingloriously 
between the middle and 
bottom of the Southern Lea- 
gue. 


The FA Cup offered little 
consolation. In 1912 the mighty 
Wolverhampton Wanderers 
were-held to a respectable 
scoreless draw, only for the 
replay to be lost by a hor- 
rendous ten-goal margin! 

Eight years later, after over 
two decades of agitation, the 


English League decided to 
form a Third Division by 
taking the entire Southern 
League membership under its 


wing. 

Watford thus found itself 
with little prior notice, in what 
came to be known as the Third 
Division (South) and part of 
one of the game’s most famed 
institutions. 

Unfortunately the change of 
Status did not bring about a 
change of fortune.’ For almost 
40 years the Hertfordshire 
club floundered, invariably to 
be found in mid-table. 

Watford never looked 
capable of gaining promotion, 
but only rarely was it potential 
wooden spooner. 

Its fans had to find solace in 
the occasional noteworthy 
event. 

Frank Hoddinott became 
the club’s first international 
when honored twice by Wales 
im 1921. 

1924 saw an exciting FA Cup 
run, during which first division 
Middlesbrough was van- 
quished, before eventual 
winner Newcastle United 
scraped a one-goal victory to 
reach the last eight. 

Watford progressed one step 
further in the 1932 com- 
petition, reaching the quarter 
finals. At this stage Newcastle 
won 5-0 and, ironically, went 
on to win the trophy again. 

The smaiiest player in Eng- 
lish League history, Fred Le 
May, who stood at exactly five 
feet, was based at Vicarage 
Road in the early 1930s. 

He was transferred to 
Orient in 1933 and played for 
the opposition when Watford's 
Bill Lane scored a hat trick 
within three minutes that 
year. 

Only once however did Wat- 
ford threaten to claim any 
Significant honor. 

{n order to extend their sea- 
son, the Third Division (South) 
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ances for his previous clubs 
Wolverhampton Wanderers, 
Doncaster Rovers, Queen's 
Park Rangers and Brentford 
before joining Watford for a 
small fee. A rugged, uncom- 
promising defender, he has 
proved to be one of Graham 
Taylor's most inspired sign- 
ings. 

STEVE TERRY: Teenager 
Steve took over from big 
money signing Steve Sims and 
played so well that the Eng- 
land ‘'B”’ international was 
unable to regain his place upon 
obtaining full fitness. A com- 
petent, determined player, he 
obviously has a_ glittering 
future ahead of him. 

STEVE SIMS: A $400,000 
signing from Leicester City, 
ha gained 10 international caps 
at under 21 level. Unfortuna- 
tely his career has been bligh- 
ted by injury. He is a resolute, 
sound defender. 
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clubs decided to institute a 
knockout competition among 
themselves. The 1937 version 
of the trophy was shared with 
Millwall. 

Generally though, Watford 
rarely rose above mediocrity. 

In 1958 the decision was 
made to deregionalise the 
Third Division. Consequently 
Watford, which finished below 
half way in that year's ladder, 
was required to participate in 
the newly constituted Fourth 
Division. 

It took just two seasons to 
escape. Watford’s promotion 
was due largely to the goalsco- 
ring feats of Cliff Holton who 
notched 42 that term, the best 
tally in the entire League. 

Holton holds the unique dis- 
tinction of scoring hat tricks in 
successive days during the 
Easter programme. 

A prolific netfinder in the 
lower stratas of the League, he 
unfortunately failed to make 
the grade when transferred to 
First Division Arsenal. 

Another Watford player had 
no such problems. Pat Jen- 
nings made 48 leage appear~ 
ances for the club before $89,- 
000 took him to Yottenham 
Hotspur in 1964 and the rest is 
thoroughly documented in 
football’s annuals.

The newcomers quickly es- 
tablished themselves in the 
Third Division. After twice 
narrowly failing to gain a fur- 
ther promotion, they emerged 
from the 1968 - 69 season as 
champions, conceding a mere 
34 goals — a record. 

The Second Division was to 
prove awesomely tough and 
Watford struggled from the 
outset. The FA Cup was to pro- 
vide an exhilarating diversion 
though and Watford stunned 
the football World by elimina- 
ting mighty Liverpool! in a 1970 
quarter final clash. 

The *“Brewerymen’’, as they 
were then nicknamed, stood 
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LES TAYLOR: Oxford 
United received a club record 
$200,000 when he moved to 
Watford in November, 1980. A 
magnificent team man who 
buzzes around midfield, he is a 
firm favorite with manager 
Graham Taylor, although he 
seldom hits the headlines. 

IAN BOLTON: Now fully re- 
covered after sustaining a 
serious injury last season, Ian 
is equally at home in midfield 
or defence. Formerly with 
Notts County and Lincoln City, 
he is another ultra consistent 
performer. 

LUTHER BLISSETT: 
Jamaican-born, he came to the 
fore during Watford’s run 
through to the semi-firals of 
the 1978-79 League Cup, during 
which he scored a string of 
spectacular goals. Untiring 
and immensely powerful, he 
has four England under 21 caps 
to his credit. 


just one step away from Wem- 
bley. It was a stride well 
beyond their capabilities 
though as Chelsea won a lop- 
sided match 51. 

At least captain Keith Eddy 
gained the consolation of being 
included in the FA party which 
toured Australia. 

Watford’s inability to retain 
its best players led to an 
abrupt decline. Eddy was one 
of four who manager Keith 
Furphy took with him to Shef- 
field United. 

The 24 goals Watford scored 
in 1971 - 72 is the lowest ever 
accumulated by a club in one 
season. Little wonder then that 
it finished 14 points adrift of 
the penultimate team. 

Unfortunately the slide 
could not be arrested and three 

ears later the club was back 
in Division Four. 

Watford appeared destined 
to become just one more indif- 
ferent, impoverished Fourth 
Division outfit until Elton John 
arrived on the scene. 

Many show business person- 
alities have taken up positions 
as directors of professional 
soccer clubs. Most have done 
so merely to gain publicity and 
bolster their egos. John though 
is an entirely different kettle 
of fish 

Knowledgeable, enthusias- 
tic, ambitious, energetic and, 
perhaps most important, will- 
ing to finance projects essen- 
tial to the club's development, 
he has demonstrated himself 
to be the ideal director and, 
latterly, chairman. 

Watford has been fortunate 
in attracting other high calibre 
personnel to its admiinis- 
tration. 

Graham Taylor, widely ac- 
knowledged as the most bril- 
liant young managerial talent 
in English football, joined the 
staff in June 1977. 


His assistant, Bertie Mee, 
masterminded Arsenal's 
league and cup double triumph 
of 1971.

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ROSS JENKINS: It ap 
peared that an ankle injury 
would terminate Ross's career 
last year, but he is now back to 
peak fitness and form. An $80,-

striker is particularly dan- 
gerous in the air, but must be 
watched on the ground too. 


JAN LOHMAN: The Dut- 
chman must rate as the bar- 
gain buy of the recently com- 
pleted English season; costing 
just $50,000 when he moved 
from Belgain First Division 
club Lokeren in January. Jan’s 
goal eliminated Manchester 
United from the FA Cup in 
only his fourth full game in 
British footbail. He prefers to 
utilise his extensive skills on 
the wing, although Graham 
Taylor often prefers him as a 
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Under Taylor, Watford 
captured the 1977 - 78 Fourth 
Division title and 12 months 
later won its way into the Sec- 
ond 


For the first two seasons the 
“Hornets’’ were content to 
quietly consolidate, treading 


water until their playing re-, 


sources were adequate for a 
Sustained promotion chal- 
lenge. 


Cup results illustrated the 
potential. Wolverhampton 
Wanderers, Southampton and 
Nottingham Forest were 
eliminated by a team that was 
capable of producing superb 
football in big match situ-

By the time you read this, 
some of Victoria's best young 
players will be competing in 
Canberra in the National 
Youth Championships. 

Eight states will parade 
some of the country’s best 17 
and 18 year olds from Wednes- 
day 12th through to Sunday 
16th May. 

In this time of spiralling 
transfer fees it will be inter- 
esting to see how many Philips 
League and State League 
coaches from Victoria, 
N.S.W., Queensland and South 
Australia are present at this 
very special annual event. 

Young players who are 
deemed good enough to be se- 
lected at a high level must 
possess qualities which put 
them way above the average. 

A young player’s attitude 


needs to be right. Many a pros- 
pective star has failed to make 
the grade at top level simply 
because his attitude was 
wrong. 

A young player must be de- 
termined to succeed, to work 


at his game, to learn and to 
apply himself 100% to becom- 
ing a professional in the true 
sense of the word. Enthusiasm 
plays an important part and 
any player lacking this aspect 
will suffer in the long term. 

As coaches and adminis- 
trators we must learn to re- 
spect talent in soccer players 
like we respect and protect a 
talented young artist, math- 
ematician or musician. When 
it comes to sport, talent Is 
very often abused and ex- 
ploited. Much is spoken about 
young players having natural 
talent. Well I believe the so 
called ‘'naturals’’ of the game 
are not so natural nowadays 
and there are not so many of 
them either. 

What there are, need spot- 
ting early, nursing carefully 
and protecting totally from the 
idiotic ego involvement of 
some coaches, parents and 
teachers who use these kids to 
satisfy their own frustrated 
ambitions.

How- 
ever geography or, as noted 
Australian historian Geoff 
Blamey called it, ‘‘the tyranny 
of distance’’ has caught up 
with the TSF. 

The problem of getting 
people in the north to travel to 
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the south or vice versa to 
watch a State League game 
between a southern and north- 
ern side caused the TSF again 
to split the statewide State 
League into a northern and 
southern affair. 

The northern version comes 
under the auspices of the 
Northern Soccer Association 
and the North Western Soccer 
Association while the southern 
version is in the hands of the 
Tasmanian Soccer Associ- 
ation. ‘ 

So what does the TSF run? 

The annual Ampol Cup com- 
petition. 

Yet the TSF is represented 
on the ASF executive. There- 
fore a body which doesn’t even 
organise a State League com- 
petition has the power to put 
forward proposals which can 
have direct implications for 
the day-to-day running of state 
League North in Tassie or 
State League South. 

Yet let’s not make the TSF 
appear like some sort of 
soccer autocrat. The board of 
Management of the TSF is 
made up of members from the 
Northern Soccer Association, 
the North Western Soccer As- 
sociation and Tasmanian 
Soccer Assocation. 

All well and good. It does 
however smack of bureau- 
cracy gone mad, doesn’t it? 

Why not Jet one centralised 
body run the whole affair and 
be done with it? 

Let the present bodies 
become nothing more than af- 
filiate organisations of the 
TSF, answerable to the TSF 
and subordinated by the TSF’s 
power of veto over their pro- 


posals. 

Sport in the Apple Isle con- 
tinues to fight a parochial 
battle between northern and 
southern interests. 

With regard to Tasmanian 
soccer the present situation is 
one in which the north and the 
north west can, if they wish, 
gang up on the south and kill 
off any southern proposal they 
care to. 


Hobson not 
sacked 


Victorian First Division 
club Doncaster Rovers 
didn’t sack coach Norm 
Hobson as reported in this 
column last week. 


The former Croydon coach 
resigned from his post as 
Rover’s coach and the club ap- 
pointed John Sanchez as Hob- 
son's successor. 


Frankly, 1 committed a 
journalistic sin by not phoning 
Hobson and discussing the 
matter when news reached me 
about his loss of the position, 


1 dealt with Hobson regu- 
larly during his stint as coach 
of Croydon in State League and 
1 always found him approach- 
able and honest. He hadn’t 
changed when I spoke to him 
about the mistake in last 
week’s column. 


“T resigned. I came in after 
the home loss to Altona Gate 
and told the players that I felt 
someone else was needed as 
coach and that I was resigning 
from the position. 


“The players at Doncaster 
are good enough fo get the club 
out of its present plight and 
push up the ladder, I’ve got no 
doubts about that. 


‘Perhaps the players can 
respond to a new voice. I hope 
so for the club’s sake."’

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In just half a season, Alan Vest has 
transformed West Adelaide, Hellas 
from an incompetent team, twice 
reprieved from relegation, into one of 
the PSL’‘s early season pacemakers. 


The disastrously inept displays of 1980 and “81 were 
cast aside as bad memories, as West Adelaide stret- 
ched its unbeaten run to six by thrashing Hei- 
delberg 40, just 10 months after the Victorians had 
crushed West 5-0 on the same ground. 

Now only a major form reversal can stop West Ad- 
elaide from challenging for a position in the top four, 
which will be its best effort in the PSL apart from the 
1978 title success. 

Vest joined West last November after guiding New- 
castle for four and a half seasons. 

Vest, 42, played Rugby League and Union in Eng- 
re as a teenager and turned to soccer when he was 
15. 

He later signed as an amateur with Leeds United 
and at 17 signed professional forms with his home side 
Barnsley where he spent six years. 

In 1971 he went to New Zealand as player manager 
with national league side Gisborne City and captained 
New Zealand in more than 29 internationals, including 
games against Australia. 

After three years in New Zealand he moved to 
Perth and retired as a player to become the WA 
Director of Coaching and State coach. 

He later returned to England to coach league team 
Rochdale before taking charge of Newcastle in 1978. 

In this interview with “Soccer Action’s’” Meno 
Toutsidis, he talks about his reign at Newcastle, about 
his new team West Adelaide and about Rudi Gut- 
endorf’s Socceroos. 


TOUTSIDIS: You've made an impressive 
start to the season, but realistically how far can 
you go this year? 

a Vest: I think to make a real impression at the top 

we could do with a couple more players. We've got a 
limited squad but the thing that is going for us at the 
moment is that we have good team spirit and we’re 
working hard and so there is no reason why we 
shouldn’t make a push for the top four. 


TOUTSIDIS: Did you set the team a goal at 
the start of the season? 

Vest: I set a schedule in terms of accumulating 
points. I split them into three groups of 10 games. In 
the first 10 games we got a bit of bonus as a result of 
picking up four points in the first two games of that 

bracket of 10 games and with Summer and 
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for 13 points. I think that should get us into the top 
four. If we can grab eight points from the next eight 
games, we are on target. 


Toutsidis: When you joined the club what 
was your top priority? 

Vest: When ] first came here the top priority was to 
get back the morale of the players and to get them out 
of the relegation zone. 


Toutsidis: is the team playing as you want it 
too or must it improve further? 

Vest: Things are starting to fall into place now and 
if we continue to work at it and if we continue to im- 
prove then I think we can be a good side. 


Toutsidis: Do you have a particular philoso- 


phy on playing styles? 

Vest: First of all it depends on which players you've 
got. If you're in charge of a national side or a repre- 
sentative team you can adopt a system and select the 

K players who will be suited to that system. But when 
you're with a club you have to work around the 
players you have. You've got w play to your 
strengths. As far as West Adelaide is concernedjaide 
is concerned, I despaired at the start about what we 
were going to play with in the back. One of the prob- 

4 lems in the game in Australia is that not many defend- 
ers know how to defend. They all want to be Peles. 

4 Even the best players in the world have to whack it 

over the stand if they're in trouble. 


Toutsidis: Has West Adelaide surprised you 
with its performances, particularly in the past 
five or six weeks? 

Vest: Not really. I told the players before the 
start of the season that if we had good team spirit, 
fitness and commitment we were half way there. 
Now, to win the league you need ‘‘extras’’. 


Toutsidis: What do you consider has been 
your best performance of the season? 

Vest: The performance, against Heidelberg (a 4-0 
win) was one of the better ones, so too was our away 
games against South Melbourne (2-2 draw) and Pre- 
ston (1-1 draw).

Toutsidis: Does it annoy you that despite 
West Adelaide’s success this season, some 
critics dismiss the team rather lightly? 

Vest: I experienced this with Newcastle too. It 
seems that if you are not in Sydney or Melbourne, you 
don’t get the Press you deserve. And this goes for

players as well. I am sure there would have been 
more players from Adelaide in the national side if 
they had been with Sydney clubs.

Although Heidelberg’s Len 
dry rates John Yzendoorn (left) as the 
“complete” player, Alan Vest would 
rather have Sydney City’s Murray 
Barnes (right) anytime. 
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Alan Vest makes a speech, Vest has. 
worked wonders at West Adelaide 
after his moving from Newcastle. 
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Neil McGachey — the elegant 
sweeper whose calm, composed play 
has been instrumental in West Adel- 
aide’s dramatic improvement. 


Toutsidis: Neil McGachey has made & re- 
markable return to top form after suffering that 
broken leg in 1979. How important is he to the 
club? 

Vest: He’s been incredibly important to the side. 
The backline worried me like hell to start with. Neil 
has used his experience, he’s enjoying his game and 
he's been one of the successes in terms of how well 
we've done so far. I saw him only a couple of times in 
the year (1978) West won the league but I think he’s 
playing even better than he was then. 


Toutsidis: Your win over Heidelberg was the 
first time this season you'd beaten a major 
team. Is that significant.? 


Vest: I think that is a good sign. I honestly believe 
some players feel intimidated when they go out 
against the teams of the calibre of Sydney City. 
Maybe after beating Heidelberg — which had the est 
away record in the league, that intimidation may dis- 
appear. 

Toutsidis: West Adelaide has a history of 
sacking coaches. Have you ever felt threat- 
ened? 


Vest: I haven’t felt threatened from the point of 
view of getting the sack. We've had some differences 
since the start of the season but they’ve resolved 
themselves fairly well and I think the present board of 
directors seems to want to get the club on a sound 
footing. 


Toutsidis: Were those differences related to 
the team? 

Vest: No, not at all. Nobody has interfered with the 
team nor dictated who should be in the side. There is 
no way I would allow that anyway, if that were the 
case I wouldn't stay. That was one of the pre-requisi- 
tes. 





Toutsidis: How do you pian to counter the 
loss of Alan Boath and Steve Summer who are 
on World Cup duty with NZ? 


VEST: Yes, they are a big loss but we were without 
Steve for eight weeks and we were without Alan on 
occasions through injury, suspension and through 
being left out. We are going to have to cope. It isa 
period during which we will look to one or two young 
players. We've got a few points on the board and 
we've got a bit of momentum going, so maybe it isa 
good time to bring in at least one young player. But we 
will miss them, we will just have to hang in there and 
get the points. 


TOUTSIDIS: Do you have any young players 
pencilled in as ‘‘possibles’’? 

VEST: I've been impressed with Billy Stefanoppou- 
los, Ian McKie is another and so too is Kick Pan- 
tsaras. I think Stefanopoulos has a lot going for him. 
He has a lot of natural ability, he’s quick, he just has 
to lean now to piay as a striker. 


TOUTSIDIS: Do you think he Is strong 
enough for the PSL? 

VEST: Yes, I do. His great attribute of course is -his 
speed apart from his skill. His speed will get him out 
of difficult situations. I think in this game if you have 
a bit of pace, you've got a bit of a chance I think it is 
when you lack pace that you're going to struggle. 


TOUTSIDIS: How do you rate Azzurri‘s 
Wally Bojczuk? 

VEST: think he’s the type of player who, though he 
is not elegant, will always score goals. I like him. I 
would be more than pleased if we could get him for 
next season, 
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TOUTSIDIS: Some local critics are claiming 
centre back Robbie Dunn Is the best central 
defender in the country. How good is he? 

VEST:I wouldn't say he is the best centre-back in 
the country at the moment, but I think he can be. He's 
improved a hell of a lot since he came to the club in 
certain aspects of his game. When he first came to us 
he appeared as if he was apologising for being on the 
ground. He dropped his head a bit after the back-pass 
incident (John Kosmina scored to put Sydney City in 
the lead) in the game against Sydney City. He’s got to 
overcome that, which he seems to have done. He’s 
faced Cole and Mitchell, two of the best strikers in the 
country, and outplayed them. I don’t think there is any 
question that he could go on to be as good as anyone in 
the country. 


TOUTSIDIS: If money weren't a problem 
and the player was willing, who would you 
most like to bring to West Adelaide? 


VEST: I’ve always been an admirer of Murray 
Barnes. I think he would do us a hell of a job on the left 
side of the ground. I’ve always liked Gary Byrne 
(Canberra). 


TOUTSIDIS: Who do you consider is Austra- 
lia’s best player? Len McKendry gave John 
Yzendoorn that tag, but after his performance 
against West Adelaide, that hardly seems just- 
ified. A 

VEST: Yzendoorn is a fair player, but that ig a load 
of rubbish what Lennie wa talking about. The stuff 
about him being the complete player. I know John Yz- 
nedoorn; he's a good player, a very good player for 
Australian standards, but that's just talking nonsense. 
It’s very hard to pick one outstanding player. Of the 
younger players I like Peter Katholos. I think he’s got 
a lot going for him. But I don’t think we have any out- 
standing players. That is not to say we don’t have any 
good players. Of course we do. In certain games, 
certain players have impressed me. Doug Brown of 
Preston has impressed me on occasions, but dis- 
appointed me on others. - 


TOUTSIDIS: Who do you rate as the best 
striker in Australia? 

VEST: Personally from what I’ve seen in the last 
year or so I would say on his day, John. Kosmina. 
He’s gone through a bad spell and he’s coming back 
into it now. 


TOUTSIDIS: Were you happy with what you 
achieved at Newcastle? 


VEST: Very happy. 


TOUTSIDIS: One Newcastle critic, writing 
in a recent issue of ’*Soccer World’’, launched 
a savage attack against you. He claimed you 
encouraged an English Fourth Division style 
with the emphasis on hard running. How do 
you react to criticiam like that? 


VEST: Well, firstly I can’t understand how anyone 
could publish stuff like that. He’s just a man off the 
street. Sure there were a few people in Newcastle who 
were critical for a number of reasons. Some were jea- 
lous, others were just ignorant of the difficulties in- 
volved in running the club. Even after the first year, if 
Paul Trisely had not poured money into the club it 
would have folded. It was a hell of a job then. Nobody 
said we had te best team in the world but we finished 
fifth twice in succession. They gave me $30,000 to sign 
on a squad for the first year, and that included trans- 
fer and signing on fees and air fares. That was all we 
had to go on. Half the time we “pinched” players 
there.

TOUTSIDIS: It was an astonishing attack 


though, wasn't it? 


VEST: You know, I’m not surprised. The other K 
thing that I was criticised for was that I wasn’t using 
local talent. On occasions we had six or seven locals in 
the side. And it was I who signed the young lads, that 
have come into the team this year. 


TOUTSIDIS: What sort of a soccer town le de 
Newcastle? 


VEST: It is a town which is very parochial. They 
honestly believe they are the best in Australia and 
that they have the best players in Australia. They 
might have had 20 or 30 years ago, but it just don't 
follow like that. You see, there are one or two lads 
who have come from Newcastle who we didn’t sign 
and who have done well with other clubs. There Is no 
reason to suggest that they might have done well at 
Newcastle. Graham Heys is doing great for us here, 
but he needed to get away from Newcastle. Some- 
times you've got to get away from an environment to 
get the best out of you. a 


TOUTSIDIS: Your comment on Heys sur- 
prises me. Is he playing better now than in his 
stint with Newcastle? 

VEST: The first year he was with Newcastle, he 
was brilliant. He’s always been a hot headed lad. 
We've had our clashes in the past. I've left him out on 
many occasions. But he has matured a lot. He was 
spoken to by the referee against Heidelberg for some- 
thing he did: Now 18 months ago he would have re- 
monstrated and gone off his head. It was a love-hate 
relationship in the end between the crowd and 
Graham at Newcastle. Half of them hated him and 
half of them liked him. He’s the type of player who 
needs praise. It reaily got to him. He was a disaster 
there last year. He’s had a new lease of life here and 
he’s probably been our most consitent player. 


TOUTSIDIS: You've played most of the to 
sides. Who do you think will win the title? 


VEST: 1 think Sydney City without doubt. The 
reason I tip them is that even though they have not 
been playing all that well, they continue to pick up 
points. 


TOUTSIDIS: What is thoir successful ate ‘ 
mula which up to now no other side has man- 
aged to duplicate? : 

VEST: They buy well. You get other clubs like 
South Melbourne who spend a lot of money on players 
they don’t need. They seem to buy players just be- 
cause they come on to the market irrespective, of 
what position they play. Now that, to me, is bad buy- 
ing. Sydney City however seem to buy becuase they 
need them and because they will need them in the 
future. They seem to buy the right type of players who 
will carry them for a few years. 


TOUTSIDIS: What of Sydney Olympic? 


VEST: I think Olympic are doing well, but I also 
belive they will have their bad spell. It depends on 
how well they can come out of that bad spell.

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After some seasons of topsy-turvy form, 
Poland managed to perform at its best in a 
game which meant everything — last year’s 
match against East Germany in Leipzig. 


By beating its great rival on its home turf, the Polish team 
qualified for Spain with a 100 percent record, thus making the 
finals for the third time in a row. 

This great record’s foundations were laid in the 1972 Munich 
Olympics, when the red-and-whites won an unexpected Gold 
Medal. For those who didn’t take note of this performance, Po- 
land's third placing in the World Cup — in West Germany again — 
a scant two years later came as something of a surprise. 

Internal dissension led to weaker performances in Argentina; 
the man who was in charge during the earlier successes, Kazi- 
mierz Gorski, having resigned by then, and his successor seem- 
ingly unable to establish the necessary discipline and team work. 

e man who took over a year ago, Antoni Plechniczek, belongs 
to the new, young generation of national team managers. He took 
over from R ré Kulesza after the scandalous events prior to 
the World Cup elimination against Malta in 1980, which also led to 
the severe disciplining of a number of the Polish stars. 

In a short time Piechniczek re-established the necessary au- 
thority and led his team to group victory without a loss of a single 
point. 

He denies that the team he took over was completely disunited, 
just as he denies that the present squad is ready and able to tackle 
the Cup in Spain.

In the manager's opinion the ‘‘backbone”’ ts ready and able, as 
well as willing. However, he is stil] looking for solutions in a 
number of areas. 

In only four qualifying games, Poland used no less than 26 play- 
ers, but Piechniczek emphasises that wholesale changes ceased 
when he took over the managership of the squad. 

In addition, many of the changes were necessitated by the 
sudden loss of form at the most unexpected times by several of 
the key players. 

Although the win over East Germany in Leipzig was, in the 
opinion of many experts, due mainly to tactical surprises, Piech- 
niczek claims that the successful selection of players for the vital 
fixture had at least as much to do with the vanquishing of the 
hosts. 

“This was due to our policy of using friendly fixtures as nothing 
more than rehearsals for various tactical formations and this 
policy will contineu while I'm in charge,” he said. 


“Friendly matches do not have much importance as far as 
results are concerned, what matters is the World Cup and the 
European Championship.” 

A number of promising youngsters, such as Buncola, Jalocha, 
Milewski and Majewski, made their debuts recently Plech- 
niczek is pleased by the abundance of young talent around the 
clubs. 


They are not only talented, but also surprisingly mature in the 
tactical elements of the game. 


**But I do not have a hard and fast quota of youngsters, or a rule 
for blooding them, I refused to force the issue of selecting more 
young talent. 


“Spots in the Polish national team belong to the players who 
are in the best form at the time of selection and are considered 
the most suitable for the specific tasks posed by particular 
games. 


“This doesn't mean that I am prejudiced against the younger 
generation of players; if they come through the pre-Mundial tests 
then their places will be assured in Spain,”’ the manager pointed 
out. 


A major way-station in Poland’s progress towards Spain was a 
winter training‘camp in Italy, which provided good facilities in 
pleasant weather 


Also, although Piechniczek wouldn't publicly state this, the 
period in Italy allowed the squad to distance itself from the politi- 
cal upheavals back home, as marital law followed months of po- 
litical unrest 


Opponents in Italy were carefully selected, taking account of 
the state of preparedness of the team. Poland scored five goals in 
its three games, with Boniek calling attention to himself by hit- 
ting the target on three occasions. 


The midfield also performed up to expectations, while defender 
Dziuba and striker Smolarek also shone. 
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Poland made a good impression on many observers, including 
Brazilian manager Tele Santana, who saw them beat a combined 
Milan-Internazionale squad 2-1. 


He voiced the opinion that putting the breaks on the Polis stri- 
kers will prove to be a major task for any team in Spain. 


In early March the Polish League resumed and national squad 
members are training with their clubs, playing a heavy schedule 
of matches timed to finish earlier than usual, allowing the nation- 
al team additional time to prepare for the Mundial. _ 

Unlike many other managers, Piechniczek is convinced that 
the best method of preparation for international tasks is the in- 
tensity of the domestic league competition. 

Such beliefs may go a long way in explaining his excellent rap- 
port with club coaches and their willingness to tailor much of 
their activity to the national manager's requirements. 


Poland also has the option of calling up a number of its well 
known stars, now playing in Western Europe, and if their form is 
satisfactory, they will be present in Spain. 


Preparations are handicapped somewhat by Poland’s economic 
problems, which prevent the expenditure of major amounts of 
convertible foreign currency. In addition, planned games against 
Belgium and Romania were cancelled by those two countries. 


A well as the youngsters mentioned earlier, the mainstay of the 
Polish team will be its outstanding corps of veterans, such as 
Zmuda, Lato and Szarmach, who.are still the deciding factors in 
the hunt for success. 


The squad is extremely fit and is considered capable of spri- 
nging some big surprise at the World Cup. The playmaker could 
turn out to be Boniek. 


A serious worry is the failure to find a goalkeeper of the stature 
and talent of Tomaszewski, who served Poland so well in years 
past. 

All in all, Polish soccer fans are confident of a good showing in 
Spain, basing their optimism on the enthusiasm and determina- 
tion of their players. 

“If we can avoid injuries, then maybe the successes will follow 
naturally,”’ Piechniczek summed up. 


Soon we'll all know.
